He is Very Much Elated Over His Success— 
Parnellites Greatly Rejoiced Over the Pros= 
pects of the Suffrage Bill—A Dog Show— 
The Price of a Vote in Portugal,

LONDON, November 6.—Bartholomew Binns, 
the present English craft and Mar- 
wood’s successor as public hangman, to- 
day gave his initial performance in his new pro- 
fession. Harvey Powell, the Balham marderer, 
was the subject, and the execution took place 
at Wardsworthn Jail. Binns has been prac- 
ticing his craft in Newgate on dummies for some 
time, and, it is said, has exhibited great dexter- 
isy in handling ropes, all his opera- 
tions being performea with confidence and 
skill. While possessed of no experience as a 
hangman, he is reported to have many qualifica- 
tions for the office, the most being his personal 
coolness.. In to-day’s job there was no bungling. 
Powell was swung off cleverly and@ quickly. and 
the new executioner expressed himself as satisfied 
with his work. 

. MARWOOD’S EFFECTS. 

The public sale of Marwood’s effects was con- 
eluded to-day. Hundreds of relic hunters from 
all parts of England attended, and at times bid- 
ding was very spirited. There was some 
disappointment expressed that among the 
rticles for sale there were not more 
ropes, the taste of the crowd appearing to run in 
that direction. It seems, however, that tne dead 
exeeutioner had disposed of the majority of the 
ropes which had done service on noted criminals 
to his favorite friends. An old ragged valise, in 
which Marwood used to carry his ropes to and 
from the executions, sold for $6. A pair of old 
stockings, salgi to be the last pair Marwood wore, 
aud which were taken from the body at death, 
brought $2. A gentieman inthe crowd, to whom 
Marwood had willed two favorite ropes, allowed 
the auctioneer to put them up for sale, and they 
caused active bids, being finally knocked down 
for $220. The sale was very exciting, but was 
soon over. 

THE SUFFRAGE BILL. 
The Government, it is announced, will adopt 
the policy agecided upon by the Liberals of the 
Leeds Conference, and as expressed by Jobn 
Bright, namely: to divide the question of reform 
in the suffrage from that of a new distribution of 
Parliamentary seats, and make the suffrage bill 
the first and principal busidess of the 
coming session. The measure will aim to do 
away with the present . distinction between 
borough ard county franchises. At present house- 
holders in boroughs are entitled to vote, while in 
the counties the franchise requires that the rent 
paid shall equal £10 perannum. If the equaliza- 
tion be effected, it will aad about 1,000,000 electors 
to the franchise and will enormously strengthen 
the Irish yote. The decision of the Government 
to promptiy take up the consideration 
of this bill has greatly rejoiced the 
Parnellites. But the Tories are bitterly opposed 
to It because of the great increase im Aho irish 
electorate whicn it will bring about. ~ Fe 
JAMES RUSSELL LOWELL. 

The enthusiasm shown by tbe students in the 
candidaiure of James Russeli Loweil, the Amer- 
ican Minister, has already had iis effect in im- 
proving Mr. Lowell’s chances of election. His 
recent speech: at: the unveiling of the Fielding 
bust has made him popular with all classes. 
There is some talk about W. H. Mallock, the 
other candidate, retiring in Mr. Lowell's favor. 

A BANKRUPT BUILDER. 

The creditors of Mr. Humpage, the bankrupt 
builder, whose liabilities are over balf a million 
dollars, while the estate shows onlv nominal as- 
sets, held a meeting to-day in Birmingham. Hum- 
page has had a varied business career, He start- 
ed as an insurance inspector, then he beeame a 
land speculator on a large scale, apd afterwards 
made a great deal of money as a prcfession- 

promoter of companies. He 
was extravagant in his tasies 
spent money profusely. The house in which he 
lived cost over $80,000, and his turniture at least 
$50,000. Some of the creditors spoke strongly of 
the bankrupt’s mode of living and his reckless 
waste of their money.

dog Hubart. Among the exhibitors of distinction 
are the Princess ot Wales and the Princess. 
Louise, Lady Greville,the Duchess of Wellington, 
Lady Rivers Wilson, Lady Londes Borough and 
the Earl of Crawford. Many renowned 
champion St. Bernard dogs are on

‘Is the Iron Mouvtain mixed in this muddle?” 

“Oniv this far, that we advise them of any rate 
we intend making to points south of Cairo, and 
they put on sale the tickets at the same rates, 
They are not interested particularly in Catro 
passenger traffic. You can see this under-handed 
cutting must stop.” 

“When do you propose to cut again?” 

“Oh, [can’t say; but it’s probable to-morrow. 
Cairo will be 75 cents, Memplis $350 and Vicks- 
burg, Natchez and New Orleans $6.”

Yesterday the following circular 
was prepared by the police at_ the request of the 
victims and forwarded to nearly all the banks and 
Chiefs of Police in the Unlhied States. It gives a 
good idea of how the frauds operate: 

LOOK OUT FOR BANK FORGERS AND CHECE 

RAISERS. 
Orrick CHIEF OF POLICE, 
St. Lours, Mo., November 6, 1883. 

A man representing himself as Edward Web- 
ster is now operating among the banks by means 
of furged and ral draits. He is described as 
being about 34 years of age, five feet seven inches 
a 145 pounds weight, light-brown or sandy 
hair, cut short. rather large dark-gray eyes, fair 
complexton, full, oval face, and large, straight 
nose; smali, sandy mustache, curls up on ends; 
cheeks tinged with red; judged to be 
either Engiish or Scoteh, irom his 4ac- 
cent. When iast seen, on 2a imst., wore 
black cutaway coat and vest of wide diagonal 
tag small checked light pants. dark Derby hat, 
arge wide-toed shoes, brown chinchilla overcoat : 
wears a small pin in scarf, and carries 4 silver 
watch and goid chain. He is supposed to havea 
confederate with him, but whose description is 
unknown. His mode of operation is as follows: 
He rents aroom and advertises fora clerk, and 
from the applicants selects some well-appearing 
and unsophisticated youth to do his bavking bus- 
iness, with the promise of a good salary; or he 
may rent two rooms and hire two clerks, neither 
clerk knowing anything of the other clerk or of- 
fice. He then makes deposits of $500 0r §1,000 In 
several banks, gets acqguaintea with the bank 
officials, and endeavors t4 and generally succeeds 
in gaining their confidence. After leaving 
a deposit ata bank forsome time, he tntio- 
duces his clerk to the paying teller and his book- 
keepers, He then occasionally checks out sums of 
money from his original deposit, leaving a small 
balance. which move is followed up by the presenta- 
tion of a forged or raised draft for a large amount 
late in the evening. On the next morning some- 
what early, tne clerk is sent to draw out a sum of 
money equivalent to about three-fourths of the 
face value of the bogus draft.

She had dubbed it the Brooklyn Bridge. <A 
marbie placed at the top runs down and 
lodges in one of the indentations, which are 
numbered from 0 to 10.
